A Case of Having the Lease Re- 
newed—Trial in Police Court 
Tomorrow 


As the result of a misunderstanding 
nver a lease, N. Menassie, manager 
at the Starland moving picture thea- 
tre, was yesterday afternoon arrested 
on information sworn out by Samue! 
Nankin, owner of the property, on a 
charge of making forcible entry to the 
premises, 'Menasse was liberated un- 
der bond of $500, and will appear 
before the magistrate tomorrow after- 
noon, The penalty unaer the code for 
this offence is one year’s imprison 
ment, 

Starland, ‘Limited, the corporate 
game of the theatre of which Mr. 
‘Menasse és mmmager, leased the build- 
ing in which the theatre is located on 
September 1, 1909, for one year ata 
rental of $275 a month. The lease con- 
tained a clause providing that Mr. 
Nankin’ should grant another lease for 
a similar term at the same rental at 
the expiration of the first, providing 
that Starland wbserved several condi- 
tions, among them being that tle up- 
stair portion of the building should 

> heated by them. 

Mines Mr. Menasse applied to Me, 
Nankin far a renewal of the lease un- 
der the ternvs of the first agreement, 
the latter refused, claiming that Star- 
land had zrot carried out the conditions 
laid down. On the other hand Star- 
land claimed that they were entitled 
to a renewal lease and refused to give 
uP, possession of ars property to Mr. 

Nankin, 

On September rd ‘Mr. Nankin serv- 
ed Mr, Menasse with a demand for 
possession, avbich contained the state 
ment that if the Starland people re- 
niained in possasison any longer they 
would be liable for double the rent, 
under the “Syandlords and Tenants” 
Act, passed in 1730 during the reign 
of George TM]. Nankin claims that this 
law is applicable in Alberta. 

Up to yesterday noon ‘Mr. .Menasse 
stood for his rights and refused to 
turn possession of the building over 
to (Mr, Nankin. Accordingly the lat- 
ter entered the theatre with a carpen- 
ter and proceeding to place up signs 
10 the effect that he had retained own- 
ership and that trespassers would be 
prosecuted, and also to change -the 
that time 


locks on ‘the doors. At 
none of ehe Starland staff were 
around. 

At about 2.45 Mr. Menasse made 


an appearance and demanded to know 
what Mr. Nankin was doing, the lat- 
ter replying curtly that he had as- 
sumed possession. A ‘hot argument 
followed, during which Mr. Menasse 
protested against Mr. ‘Nanton’s action, 
Mr. (Menasse refused to leave the 
premises and contended that he was 
in the right according to the agree- 
ment, the result was that the com- 
plain was laid with the police. 

The afternoon performance went on 
as usual, but the harmony was mar 
red by the Menasse arrest. Mr. Me- 
nasse ,however, was liberated on fail 
shortly afterwards and = returned to 
the theatre to manage the show. 

At about six o’clock when the af 
ternaon performance came to a con- 
clusion, Mr. Nankin again ordered Mr. 
Memasse and his employees to Icave 
vhe theatre, but they still refused. 

Mr. Nankin was advised by his 
counsel, Mr. C. C, McCaul, K.C., to 
withdraw for the time being to await 
the decision of the magistrate.

Special Commissioner Files a Re- 
port in United States Su- 
preme Court 


MERELY SELLING AGENT 


Declares It Is Only a Subsidiary 


Concern of New Jersey 
Company 


Jefferson City, Mo., Sept. 7.--Spec- 
ial Commissioner Theodore Brace, in 
his report to the supreme court filed 
today, declares that the International 
Harvester Co., of New Jersey, is a 
trust and a combination furmed for 
and with the effect of destroying com- 
petition in the manufacturing and of 
the sale of harvesting machinery, and 

finds that prayer for its ousting 
should be granted. 

The International Harvester Co., of 
America, is declared to be used mere- 
ly as a selling agent by the New Jer- 
sey Company, in evasion of the Mis 
souri laws, which prohibit the licens- 
ing of the Jersey concern by reason 
of its enormous capital of $1 20,000,000. 

The subsidiary corporations, ac- 
cording to Commissioner Brace, had 
no capital and have none now. — Its 
existence, as a separate corporate en- 
tity is a. mere fiction to evade the laws 
of the states whose policy is not -to 
encourage such vast accumulation of 
wealth and power in the hands of a 
few as may injure the many. Comm- 
missioner Brace found that the Me- 
Cormick Harvester Co., Deering Har- 
vester Machine Co, Warder, Bushnell 
& Co., Piano Manufacturing Co., Os- 
borne and Co., and the Milwaukee 
Harvesting Machine Co., were in act- 
ive competition prior to 1902, In 
June, 1902, Cyrus Hf. McCormick 
sought the aid of Geo. W. Perkins, 
of J. P. Morgan & Co., of New York 
in relieving competitive conditions 
from the manufacturers view point.

Interest on the Bonds 


In some cases it takes a long time 
for the truth to leak out so that the 
public may learn the real state of af- 
fairs, but in the end it generally does 
do so and in this case it is the truth 
about the paying of interest on the 
bonds of the Alberta and Great Wa- 
terways Railway. 

It appears that there was an offer 
made to pay the interest and this offer 
was made by Mr. W. R. Clarke, who 
said that if the interest on the $7,400,- 
000 which was being paid by the city 
banks was turned over to him he

Messrs. Joseph Bowers and Angus 

Clifford, of Hyslop and Nagel are in 
Edmonton, having just reached here 
with a consignment of fur from the 
far north, They report the death by 
drowning at Willow Lake on the Mac- 
kenzie River of Michael Klepstein, 
whe fell from the steamer and was 
swept under by the scows in tow. 
The steamer had six of the latter in a 
string behind connected by gangways. 
Klepstein slipped in crossing one of 
these gangways and although every 
effort was made to save him the speed 
of the steamer and rush of the cur- 
rent prevented a rescue. 
Fur has been plentiful during the past 
season particularly marten, silver fox 
and musk ox. ‘he latter are usually 
obtained at Fort Rae, on the north 
arm of Great Clave Lake, but a large 
number were taken at Fort Resolution 
this year. Black fox and lynx are 
very scarce, the latter because there 
were no rabbits. 

It was the Hyslop and Nagle steam- 
er that took Mr. Oliver from Fort 
Smith down to Fort Resolution. He 
would have gone clear through to 
Peel River with them, but he was 
afraid their schedule would be too 
late for him. So he completed the 


{river trip on the boat belonging to the 


Roman Catholic Missions. 

A large number of prospectors are 
going into the north to Fort MeMur- 
ray for oil and down to Fort Wrigley 
and Norman. Gold has ben found 
in the mountains back of Wrigley. 

There will be no catch of whales at 
Herschel Island this year as it is an

IN FAVOR OF AMERICA 


Americans are entitled to take 
fish from Newfoundland waters. 

Crews of American ships need 
not consist solely of inhabitants 
of the States. 

Questions of customs, duties 
and toll. : 
The ‘Hague, Sept. 3.—The decision 

of the Arbitration Tribunal in the 
Newfoundland Fisheries Case was giv- 
en out today. It ts in the nature of 
a compromise; Great Britain winning 
or three of the points submitted to the 
court and the United States winning 
the remaining four there being seven 
questions before the court. 


The hearing of the case was com- 
pleted on August 16th a small library 
of data and briefs being filed by each 
side for the guidance of the judges 
and speeches of a prodigious length 
sometimes lasting for 12 or 14 days 
being made by the counsel on both 
sides. The counsel in the case were: 
Sir Robert Finlay, Sir ‘Wm. Robson, 
premicr of the Englsh bar; Haman 
Greenwood for Canada and Elihu 
Root, 

The first point which was won by 
tritain decided that American fisher- 
men are bound to obey the New- 
foundland and Canadian laws, relative 
to fishing. The Americans claimed 
that she right to fish én Newfound- 
land waters is common for Canadians 
and Americans also the prohibition 
against Sunday fishing was one of the 
laws that they did not agree with and 
did not feel inclined to keep, 

A point in this connection won by 
Great Britain, is the decision that 
American vessels in Newfoundland 
waters are subject to docal regula- 
tions. They will not be privileged 
to withhold their papers from court 
officials and prevent search for con- 
traband. 

But one point even more technical 
was that which decided the ¢hree- 
mile limit. Ameriay insisted that the 
3-mile circuit followed the windings 
of the coast and that only within this 
limit was ‘Britain to exercise her 
rights. England contended that a bay 
was just a term for a body of water 
between two jutting headlands and 
bounded by an tmaginary fine from
